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U.S. halts swine flu shot program

Federal health official] Thursday 


ordered an Immediate halt to the na- 
tion's $133 million 3wine flu immuni- 
zation program and launched an in- 
tensive Investigation to sec if there Is 
a connection between the vaccine and 
an unusual form of paralysis. 


The announcement by the Center 


for Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga., 
had an immediate Impact on the 
swine flu clinics under nay and 
planned In the Northwest suburbs 


• The Village of Hoffman Estates 


canceled Its "mop up" clinic at 3:30 
p.m. Thursday, a half-hour before It 
was scheduled to open at the Moon 
Lake Convalescent Center. 


• Northwest Community Hospital, 


Arlington Heights, canceled plans to 
give a second swine flu shot Saturday 
to several hundred high-risk children 
between the ages of 3 and 17. 


• Cook County Health Dcpt. offi- 


cials said the swine flu shots planned 
as part of a combined measles-flu 
vaccination clinic Dec. 28 at Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center will not be giv- 
en. Measles shots, however, will be 
given 0.1 scheduled. 


• H o l y Family Hospital, DCS 


Plainer said It was awaiting further

information before deciding whether 
to give swine flu shots to senior citi- 
zens, persons with chronic illnesses as 
well as second shots to high-risk chil- 
dren on Monday, 


The Center for Disease Control said 


14 states have reported a total of 94 
cases of the paralysis, called Guillaln- 
Barre syndrome. There are no report- 
ed cases in Cook County or Illinois. 


Of the 94 victims, 51 had received 


swine flu vaccine, in most cases from 
one to three weeks before the onset of 
paralysis.

Ryan threatens 
to revoke cab 
firm's license

Arlington 
Heights Village Prcs. 


James T. Ryan has threatened to re- 
voke the Arlington City Cab Co. li- 
cense If service is not Improved by 
February. 


Ryan began an investigation of the 


company, which holds the only taxi 
license In the village, after receiving 
citizen complaints and reading a Her- 
ald story lost month documenting long 
toxicab waits. 


"I think the Ullage and residents 


have an absolute right to expect good 
service," he said. "Any licensee is ex- 
pected to handle himself In a fashion 
that's acceptable to the community. 


"I have gotten phone calls from 


customers criticizing the operation 
and have personally had some not 
very good experiences," Ryan said,

Dr. John Hall, director of the Cook 


County Public Health Dcpt., said vac- 
cinations in suburban Cook County 
would be "temporarily suspended un- 
til Ihc state health department recom- 
mends that we continue."

Northwest Community Hospital, said 
if the ban is lifted, second flu shots 
for high-risk children will be resche- 
dule. Chotiner said he understands 
the second shot would still provide ef- 
fective immunity if given at a later 
date. 


Mary Ann Lullo, coordinator of the 


Hoffman Estates clinic which was 
scheduled to continue to Dec. 22, said 
if the ban is lifted, shots would be re- 
sumed and perhaps the clinic would 
be extended beyond Dec. 22. 


ABOUT 2M PERSON'S showed up 


for the swine flu shots in Hoffman Es- 
tates Wednesday, the first day of the 
mop up clinic, she said. 


The disease control center said it 


mode the decision to suspend the 
swine flu plan after an intensive in- 
vestigation in four states — Min- 
nesota, New Jersey, Colorado and 
Alabama. 


The decision was based on statistic- 


al evidence because there is no way to 
make laboratory tests to determine 
any connection between the paralysis ' 
and the vaccine, said Dr. William ' 
Focgc, assistant director of the Center 
for Disease Control. 


Based on statistical evidence, Focgc 


said there was one chance In 150,000 
that anyone who received the flu shot 
would contract Guillain-Barrc syn- 
drome.

fully. Focge said "there is no reason 
to expect that It would be any differ- 
ent among vaccinated and unvacci- 
nated victims.

Upset Gilmore tries drug 
suicide again, will live 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Con- 


victcd killer Gary Gilmore tried again 
Thursday to commit suicide by taking 
a "lethal" drug overdose, but doctors 
expected him to live until he can be 
shot by a firing squad next month. 


The condemend man, depressed by 


a judge's rejection of his please for 
quick execution, swallowed what doc- 
tors called "a lethal dose of a barbitu- 
rate," exactly one month after his 
first attempt to take his own life. 


A hospital spokesman said Gilmore 


could hove died If he had not been 
found and treated quickly. 


He was found unconscious in his 


death row cell at Utah State Prison 
and rushed to the University of Utah 
Medical Center, Salt Lake City, where 
doctors said ho would survive unless 
other medical complications occurred. 


GILMORE DEVELOPED "aspira- 


tion pneumonia caused by breathing 
the contents of his stomach into his 
lungs," announced hospital spokes- 
man John Kcahey. He said the pneu- 
monia — which Gilmore also devel- 
oped after his Nov. 16 suicide attempt 
— was being treated with penicillin 
and steroids. 


"The medical team expects him to 


be unconscous 24 to 36 hours," said 
Kcahey. "His condition is critical, but 
stable, and ho is responding well to 
treatment. 


"Blood screening indicates he took 


what can normally be considered a 
lethal dose of a barbiturate, such as 
phenobarbital. His level of the drug is 
at the midpoint of what can be consid- 
ered the lethal range." 


The hospital spokesman said Gil- 


more's 25-day hunger strike made 
him more susceptible to the penu-

Arlington Heights lived in the clutches 
of the mysterious Guillain-Barrc syn- 
drome. 


He was confined to beds in three 


different hospitals, paralyzed from his 
neck to his feet. He had to be helped 
in and out of bed, and finally worked 
with a physical therapist three times 
a week struggling to put one foot In 
front of the other. 


But through it all Hagcn never lost 


confidence he would recover from the 
poorly understood nerve disease. To- 
day he says he 1s 95 per cent recov- 
ered. 


"With the help of God and every- 


body else, I came back. I knew I had 
to come back with everybody helping. 
Today I'd say I'm 95 per cent and I'm 
very happy that I had what I had and 
not something like muscular distro- 
phy that would have been so much 
more permanent," the 64-year-old Ha- 
gen says. 


G UI L L A I N-BARRE syndrome 


struck Hagcn as it normally does — 
with a weakness in the legs. 


"I found I couldn't walk up steps, 


couldn't walk to the car, just couldn't 
make It anywhere," he says. "I got a 
cane and that didn't help too much so 
finally, in October 1974, I went into 
Northwest Community Hospital." 


Hagcn spent four months at North- 


west. His doctors diagnosed the illness 
and sent him to Mayo Clinic in Roch- 
ester, Minn., for confirmation of the 
diagnosis.

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SLA cohorts deserved 
to die says Patty Hearst r^ 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Patricia Hearst 


said she thought her fellows in the 
Symblonese Liberation Army got "ex- 
actly what they deserved" when they 
died m a Shootout with Los Angeles 
police. 


"I don't feel sorry for them at all," 


she said in a CBS interview Thursday 
night. 


It was the second Interview the 


newspaper heiress had given since 
she was found guilty of participating 
in a San Francisco bank robbery with 
members of the SLA. 


Of her kidnaping by the SLA, she 


said, "It's Just a feeling of not being 
able to believe that something like 
that's happening to you. 


"IT'S SUCH A shock just silting at 


home, finishing dinner and watching 
TV and have people come in with 
guns, tie you up and drag you out — 
it's horrible. 


"I was put in o closet and blind- 


folded. It was hot, stuffy. There was a 
radio going, music all the time. They 
turned it up so I couldn't hear any- 
thing through the door." 


When she took part in the bank rob- 


bery, she said, she was carrying a 
gun and knew "it wasn't operable." 


"The day before the robbery I'd 


been shown the carbine and how — it 
had been broken down for me once 
and put back together — and I was 
told at that time that if the bolt was 
open, you cant fire the weapon," she 


said. 


THE BOLT WAS open when she en- 


tered the bank, she said. 


Asked how she felt when she 


watched the Los Angeles shootout be- 
tween police and the SLA on tele- 
vision, she said, "The SLA members 
were telling me over and over again 
that my parents didn't care about me, 
that the police didn't care about me, 
that the FBI didn't care about me. 


"And then, you sec it on television 


that they're shooting into a house, set- 
ting it on fire, killing everyone in the 
house and saying that they think that 
I'm in there ... I believed them: I 
believed that I had nowhere else to 
go" 


"I believed that if I tned to get 


away the same thing would happen to 
me." 


Of Donald DeFreeze, the SLA lead- 


er who died in Los Angeles, Miss 
Hearst said he was a "complete ma- 
niac, alcoholic, egotistical, raping, 
murdering, horrible person. They got 
exactly what they deserved In Los An- 
geles, exactly what they'd asked for. I 
don't feel sorry for them at all." 


Of her later life underground with 


William and Emily Harris, SLA mem- 
bers who are awaiting trial, she said: 


"It was a combination of always 


being worried and afraid and at the 
same time constantly draining a lot of 
physical activity ... It's a really hor- 
rible way of life."

able In case the disease paralyzed his 
breathing. Fortunately, It did not. 


SIIOUTLY AFTEtl Christmas 1974, 


he was back at Northwest Community 
where he began to work regularly 
with the hospital's therapist, Tom 
Bush. 


"I was coming up very slowly," Ha- 


gen recalls. "The therapy kept the 
muscles loose so that when the nerves 
come back they were ready to work." 


"On March 18, I crawled on my 


hands and knees 25 or 30 feet," Hagcn 
says. "On April 28,1 was able to walk 
20 feet with help." 


From a walker, to crutches, to a 


cane, Hagcn continued to regain his 
mobility. "By May, Bush told me I 
was on my own. I gradually started 
driving again and went back to work 
in July," he says. 


Hagcn continues to Improve. "Two 


weeks ago I was able to flex the mus- 
cles in my thigh. That's the first time 
I've been able to do that In over two 
years." 


THROUGHOUT HIS battle with 


Gulllain-Barrc syndrome, Hagcn said 
ho never felt pain, only deep frustra- 


tion that he had so mysteriously lost 
the ability to move his arms and legs. 


He says he is puzzled by the possl- 


blity that the swine flu vaccine might 
be connected to Gulllain-Barre syn- 
drome. He says ho got a bivalent 
swine flu shot for persons over 60 and 
felt "terrible" for five days after- 
ward. 


"I just kept pushing," Hagen says 


today. "I had to. I was getting a lot of 
'good helo from my wife and Tom 
Bush. All I needed was a lot of pa- 
tience." 


Group turned away from clinic 
Just a day late and a shot short 


Daniel and Dorothy McDonald of 


Elk Grove Village heard the radio re- 
port that swine flue Inoculations were 
being halted as they were driving 
Thursday to Hoffman Estates. 


They kept driving anyway until they • 


reached the Moon Lake Convalescent 
Center where Hoffman Estates had 
scheduled a vaccination clinic, hoping 
to get their shots before the ban took 
effect. 


They were turned away at the door. 


There'll bo no moro flu shots, said 
Mary Ann Lullo of the Hoffman Es- 
tates Health Dept., until the National 
Center (or Disease Control Is satisfied 
that there Is no link between the flu 
vaccine and cases of temporary paral- 
ysis In the East. 


THE McDONALDS weren't alarmed, 


by the reports of paralysis. They sim- 
ply wanted the flu vaccinations. They 
say they will come back when the 
clinic reopens. 


"We don't have a death wish," Mrs. 


McDonald said. "But we figure they 
couldn't give something totally wrong. 
We figure with all the millions of flu 
shots, only a few got the paralysis." 


The couple missed the first round o( 


flu shots In November because they 
were vacationing In Florida. They 
planned to show up at the first "mop- 
up" clinic Wednesday, but hesitated 
when early reports of the paralysis 


Rare paralysis strikes suddenly 


Health officials describe Gulllain- 


Barrc syndrome as a rare and rela- 
tively little understood form of paral- 
ysis that usually begins as a rapidly 
developing weakness in the legs. 


The hands and arms develop numb- 


ness next, followed by the trunk, neck 
and face. 


"It Is a very sudden "onset," said 


Dr. Collctte Rusmusscn, director of 
the Cook County Health Department's 
program of preventive medldne. "It 
comes on all at once, not gradually." 


The syndrome is referred to as as- 


cending paralysis because It comes 
from the legs up and it also Is sym- 
metrical, affecting both sides of the 
body simultaneously. 


About 90 per cent of the victims re- 


cases indicated that the inoculations 
might be halted. 


On Thursday morning, the uord 


was that there was no connection be- 
tween the vaccine and the paralysis. 
So the McDonalds headed for Hoff- 
man Estates and arrived at the con- 
valescent center two hours early. 


cover frqm Gulllain-Barre syndrome 
within four weeks, but the illness can 
become much more serious and even 
fatal If paralysis of the lungs sets in. 


In a third of the cases there Is no 


pre-existing illness before the onset of 
weakness, But the health department 
said in the other two-thirds of the 
cases there Is a pre-existing illness of 
one to two weeks before the paralysis 
hits. 


Most often, the preceding malady Is 


an acute respiratory illness with fe- 
ver. 


Doctors do not understand the cause 


of the disease. There is no specific 
treatment other than general care of 
the patient and use of a respirator 
when breathing is impaired. 


WHEN THEY returned later, there 


was a sign In the door saying the vac- 
cinations were off until further notice. 


For others, though the last-minute 


cancellation was the last straw. 


Terry Krause of Arlington Heights 


had skipped the November clinics be- 
cause several elderly persons died In

The second of Hoffman Estates' 


eight mop-up clinics was canceled just 
minutes before it was scheduled to 
open at 4 p.m. for four hours. 


Ms. Lullo said she had just arrived 


at the convalescent center, 1545 Bar- 
rington Rd. to set up the clinic when 
she received the message to call the 
county health department. 


"THEY TOLD US to halt It until 


further notice because they were just 
as much in the dark as tho rest of 
us," she said. 


By the time the clinic was canceled, 


a group of persons had gathered In 
the center's lobby waiting to be in- 
oculated. 


She advised them to watch tele- 


vision and read the newspapers for in- 
formation on the national program.

Oil countries to hike prices 10% 


DOHA. Qatar (UPI) - The Organi- 


zation of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries Thursday agreed to raise world 
oil prices by a maximum of 10 per 
cent Jan. 1. 


Venezuelan Oil Minister Valentin 


Hernandcs Acosta said the 13 mem- 
bers of OPEC had agreed that Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab Emirates 
will Impose an increase of 5 per cent 
while the other 11 countries wilt boost 
prices by 10 per cent. 


Hernandez Acosta said all 13 min- 


isters had agreed to this "temporary 
resolution" of OPEC's pricing dispute 


and that the agreement will extend 
only from Jan. 1 to June 1. 


He said the discussions about oil 


prices arc now finished. Asked If this 
meant the breakup of OPEC, which 
has held ranks since 1960, tho Ve- 
nezuelan said, "We arc going to see 
what will happen." 


HE POINTED OUT that at an 


OPEC meeting In Ecuador In 1974 
Saudi Arabia refused to go along with 
an agreement reached by the other 
members on taxes and royalties, but 
later reneged and applied the same 
rates as everyone else on a retro- 


active basis. 


Earlier Thursday, Sheikh Ahmed 


Zaki Yamani of Saudia Arabia re- 
fused to go along with a majority in 
raising world oil prices by 15 per cent. 


The decision followed Yamanl's dra- 


matic departure from the talks after 
the conference appeared to be coa- 
lescing around Iran's demand for a 15 
per cent Increase. 


After Ynmani left the conference. 


Sheikh Mana Saeed Al-Otaiba of the 
United Arab Emirates said he would 
support Saudi Arabia in calling for a 
freeze if tho other ministers Insisted 


on going to 15 per cent. 


YAMANI RETURNED late Thurs- 


day and immediately cnnferred with 
Otaiba, and then with the other min- 
isters. 


It appeared likely the 11 countries 


may seek to Increase their prices by 
another 5 per cent next July, confer- 
ence sources said. 


Hernandez Acosta said there was no

— goes up for public sale today through Sunday at 4178 S. Halstcd 
St., Chicago. 


Cash and carry. All sales very definite'^ arc final. The Stock 


Yard Inn comes tumbling down Dec. 27. 


MUCH OF WHAT once were the furnishings of this South Side 


landmark, where cowboys and Presidents trod the corridors, al- 
ready is gone. 


Interior decorators, antique collectors and celebrities have had 


first pick at the 64-year-old carcass. 


Bill Veeck. the publicity-minded owner of the Chicago While Sox, 


bought up the Sirloin Room — tables, chairs, paneling, light fix- 
tures, the works — and plans to reconstruct the dining room at 
White Sox Park. 


Upstairs, the Founders Room. There the nation's cattle barons 


gathered every year for a medieval-style banquet to Initiate mem- 
bers in the Saddle and Sirloin Club. The best steaks In the world 
were supposed to have been served there. The room's furnishings 
will sell, complete, for about $45,000. 


THERE ARE SOME furnishings left for the public including 


about 350 place settings of turn-of-the-century Buffalo china, cap- 
tain's chairs, fireplace mantels, solid oak doors and archways, 
stained glass windows, some antiaue furniture, light fixtures, an 
oak conference table used by several U.S. Presidents and a piano 
saiH to have been played by Harry Truman. 


Every item purchased will come with a paper guaranteeing its 


authenticity, said Peter Corthlnos, who bought up the interior of 
the hotel when it closed last month and who is conducting the sale. 


Sale hours will be from 2 to a p m. Friday, from 10 a.m. to 4 


p.m. Saturday and from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Sunday. It will cost $2 to 
get in. 


the Stock Yard Inn was built in 1912, destroyed by fire in 1934 


and rebuilt the same year. It's heyday came during the 1930s when 
the nearby Union Stockyards was in full operation, said Harry 
Calne, owner of the Stock Yard Inn and the neighboring Chicago 
Amphitheater. The Inn included 14 dining and private banquet 
rooms, four bars and 200 guest rooms, "none of them very fancy," 
Caine said. "They were built for cowboys." 


THE INN ALSO had the President's Room, a suite used by 


President Elsenhower and other national political figures who at- 
tended their party's national conventions at the Amphitheater. 


A part of the Stock Yard Inn that Is not for sale is a unique 


collection of 300 portraits of the patriarchs of America's livestock 
and agricultural businesses. 


Most of the vintage portraits will be shipped to the State Fair 


and Exposition Center in Louisville. Ky., Caine said. But 15 pic- 
tures of familiar Chicago figures will be moved to city hall. 


In recent years, business had fallen off at the Stock Yard Inn. 


The building's advancing age and changing neighborhoods com- 
bined to close the Inn last month. 


Caine, who has been associated with the restaurant for 22 years, 


admits to being a little sentimental as the hour of the wrecking 
ball approaches. But the day of the Stock Yard Inn, like the Union 
Stockyards before it, is over.

Man found guilty 
of family slaying 


Michael Drablng, 21, Thursday was found guilty of the murders 


of a Lincoln farmer, his wife and his daughter by a judge who said 
ho found Drablng sane at the time of the slaylngs. Drabing is 
accused of killing members of the Lloyd Schneider famllv with 
repealed slab wounds. Tho prosecution said he had been in- 
fluenced by the book and movie "Heller Skelter" based on the 
murderous Charles Manson "family." . 


Judge James Hclple delivered the verdict at the conclusion of

Sena Ic OKs lop-level overtime 
Tho Illinois Senate Thursday passed a bill which would again 


exempt many top-level executives and professional workers from 
(he overtime provision of the stole minimum wage law. The bill, 
howc\er, Is not as extensive as business groups would like and It 
appeared the House plans to wait until January to consider it. 


Business groups urged a change since they discovered a new 


minimum mage law passed during the spring required overtime 
pay for virtually cvcrtv employe In Illinois — including top-level 
executives previously excluded from coverage. The law requires, 
with only a few minor exceptions, that any worker be paid at the 
rate of time and a half for any work In excess of 40 hours a week. 


Slale overrides bv S120.5 million

The fall veto session ended Thursday after a three-day splurge 


In which Illinois lawmakers appropriated a grand total of $120.5 
million, far more than Gov. Daniel Walker and his Republican 
successor James Thompson thought wise. The figure Includes $39.4 
million In general revenue funds Walker cut from the fiscal 1977 
budget but which the legislature restored despite his objections. 


Walker and Thompson said repeatedly not one penny of this 


money should be restored to prevent the state's shaky financial 
condition from worsening. Another $296 million Is for borrowing 
that which Walker vetoed but which the legislature put back. Most 
of the bond money Is for community college construction. 


Besides veto overrides, the General Assembly also authorized 


$143 million In new general revenue spending, most of It ear- 
marked as the stale's one-third share of the cost of building a new 
Provident Hospital on Chicago's South Side. 


Senate rejects Walker choices 
Illinois Senate Republicans, balking at letting Gov. Daniel Walk- 


er's appointments extend into Governor-elect James Thompson's 
term, refused Thursday to confirm two of his nominees. The two 
unsalarled nominees rejected by the Senate were Carl A. Groes- 
beck of Wheaion for (he Illinois Housing Development Authority 
and Homer W. Wllhclm of Alslp for the Illinois Building Authority.

Unit plan vote ruling due Feb. 9

Residents of Elk Grove Township 


DUt. SO and High School Dist. 214 
should know by Feb. 9 If a referen- 
dum will be held on a unit school dis- 
trict proposed for the Dist. 50 area. 


With public hearings on the unit dis- 


t r I c t proposal concluded County 
Schools Supt. Richard Martwlck must 
approve or deny the unit district peti- 
tion by Jan. 10. 


Martulck's recommendation then 


will be sent to State Schools Supt. Jo- 
seph Cronin who will have 30 days to 
decide If there will be a referendum 
on the issue. If a referendum is held, 
only Dist. 59 residents will be allowed 
to vote. 


In making his decision, the IlllnoU 


School Code requires Cronin to consid- 
er if the proposed district will have 
sufficient enrollment and financial re- 
sources to provide and maintain a 
recognized educational program for 
grades kindergarten through 12: If the 
proposed school district is in the best 
interests of the schools of the area 
and the educational welfare of the pu- 
pils Invohcd: and If the territory of 
the proposed district Is compact and 
contiguous for school purposes. 


THE 
L'NIT 
DISTRICT proposal 


would combine Dist. 59 schools and 
Elk Grove and Forest View high 
schools under one school board ad- 
ministration. Currently, Dist. 59 Is one 
of seven elementary districts In the 
Dist. 214 area. 


Martwick has held six public hear- 


ings on the Issue since October. Dur- 
ing the first three, proponents of the 
unit district were allowed to call wit- 
ncMes. In the next two hearings, 
those who opposed the unit district 
called witnesses. In the last hearing, 
citizens were allowed to discuss the 
unit district. 


PROPONENTS of the unit district 


plan say the school reorganization 
plan would have minimal Impact on 
the remaining portion of Dist. 214, but 
would offer significant financial and 
educational benefits to tlio residents 


of Dist. 59. They say these benefits 
include: 


• Tax revenues generated from lo- 


cal residents would remain In their 
area rather than supporting the larger 
area of Dist. 214. Dist. 59 provides 27 
per cent of Dist. 214 students and 42 
per cent of Its assessed valuation. 


• Monday could be allocated to Im- 


prove the schools and educational op- 
portunities offered at Elk Grove and 
Forest View high schools. Students at 
these schools have been shortchanged 
by Dist. 214, unit district proponents 
say. 


• An Improved sense of community 


could be fostered because the pro- 
posed unit district would be smaller 
than Dist. 214. 


• L o c a l control would be in- 


creased.Only once has Dist. 59 had 
more than one representative on the 
Dist. 214 board at a time, unit district 
proponents say. 


• With one school board and admin- 


istration governing elementary and 
high schools, there would be a greater 
opportunity to promote continuity In 
curriculum, goals and methods. 


Opponents of the proposed unit dis- 


trict said the school reorganization 
would be detrimental to the remaining 
portion of Dist. 214 and would not nec- 
essarily 
benefit the students who 


would be transferred out of Dist. 214 
opponents said. 


• A readjustment and reappraisal 


of Dist. 214 programs would be neces- 
sary because of the loss of 27 per 
cent of Its students and 42 per cent of 
Its assessed valuation. 


• Dist. 214 would be transformed 


from a wealthy district into a poor 
one. The $17 million cash surplus the 
district Is predicting at the close of 
the current school year would be re- 
duced to a $1.3 million deficit by 1981-

• The loss of two of its high schools 


would create serious morale and plan- 
ning problems for the district.

den Corporation's master plan (or the 
4M acres, minus the Chicago Bears 
stadium 
proposal, 
were delivered 


Thursday to chairmen of the two pan- 
els. 


Plans for a multistory condominium 


development, office and light In- 
dustrial buildings were submitted lo 
the village In May 1975 with a propos- 
al for a Te.OOO-scnt football stadium. 


The controversy over the stadium 


plan caused discussion of the other 
plans to be shelved. No further meet- 
Ings hate been held since the stadium 
proposal was withdrawn. 


IIAY.MOND II. WAItNS, chairman 


of the Industrial and commercial de- 
velopment commission, said he has 


asked for a new review of the master 
plan, "except the stadium," so Madi- 
son Square Garden officials will know 
the village's specific objections and 
can make revisions. 


"That ground has to be developed. 


They can't afford to sit on It anymore. 
Hopefully, It will be developed and In- 
crease the village's tax base tremen- 
dously because it is the last piece of 
ground of great consequence that we 
still have available," Warns said. 


"We believe that if the concept sub- 


mitted (by Madison Square Garden 
Corp.) as a planned development is ul- 
timately approved, the marketing of 
the land by that corporation will be 
greatly facilitated and the prospects 
of actual development enhanced," 
Warns said in letters to Leo J. Muel- 
ler, chairman of the plan commission, 
and Jean Hanlon, chairman of the en- 
vironmental control commission. 


Alan N. Cohen, president of Madi- 


son Square Garden Corp. told Warns 
In a letter he considers the proposal 
still to be pending before the village. 


"We are still very much Interested 


in obtaining definite approval of the 
entire plan, or of the entire plan with- 
out the football stadium," Cohen's let- 
ter states. 


"I MUST CAUTION, however, that 


approval of the plan, with or without 
the stadium, will not necessarily re- 
sult in immediate development. We 
have been in touch with many real 
estate developers and brokers in the 
area and, unfortunately, there is still 
a surplus of multlfamlly housing and 
of industrial park capacity. 


Having the final plan 
approved 


would, however, let any potential de- 


veloper or buyer know that we are 
ready if he is." 


Cohen also said the stadium had 


been expected to be the catalyst for 
the development of the rest of the 430- 
acrc race track site. 


The proposal to build 2,300 apart- 


ment units in six 15-story buildings 
and a number of four-to-six story 
buildings and 3.6 million square feet 
of office and industrial buildings was 
criticized during plan commission 
meetings in 1975, primarly because of 
the high density and disagreements 
over the findings of an environmental 
impact study.

The Food and Drug Administration 


s.iid no final decision has been made 
on the drug — Dcpo-Provera — but 
even if approved it Mould be recom- 
mended only for women who can't tue 
other forms of contraception. 


The FDA began a trial run uith the 


drug In October 1973, following nearly 
eight years of study. At that time It 
said laboratory tests on dogs showed 
some coses of breast cancer but 
"whether or not this finding may be 
relevant to humans is not known." 


TIIK FDA TOLI) doctors to pre- 


scribe the drug only to women who 
refused other forms of contraception 
or had been unsuccessful with them, 
or ucrc unwilling to run the risk of 
possible side effects from the pill. 


Dr. Sidney Wolfe, head of Nader's 


Health Research Group, said a recent 
study "shows that the drug is far too 
hazardous for contraceptive use." He 
asked Dr. Theodore Cooper, assistant 
HEW secretary for health, to prevent 
final FDA approval. 


Wolfe said Cooper should "warn all 


doctors that prescribing Dcpo-Pro- 
vcra for contraception is a prima 
facie case of malpractice if the wom- 
an or the fetus (should she later be- 
come pregnant) is damaged.

The spokesman also said the FDA's 


advisory committee on obstetrics and 
gynecology had recommended approv- 
al of the drug, "but it would be pre- 
mature to say it has been approved."

Differential gas 
tax answer for 
RTA: Baldino

The Regional Transportation Au- 


thority's short-term financial prob- 
lems should be solved with a differ- 
ential gas tax, rtTA Director D. Dan- 
iel Baldino of Evaiuton said Thurs- 
day. 


"I think what it would allow is n tax 


ranging from 0 to S per cent in each 
of the seven localities," Baldino said. 
"If a 5 per cent tax Is necessary for 
the CTA (Chicago Transit Authority), 
then fine." 


Baldino said this approach will pro- 


tect suburban areas from being taxed 
for sen-Ices they do not reccUc. 


In addition to coordinating sen-Ice 


In Chicago and suburban Cook Coun- 
ty, the RTA also scnes the six collar 
counties. 


THE ItTA WOULD have to go to the 


state legislature for approval of such 
a tax. Currently the RTA is funded 
with less than I per cent of the state's 
portion of soles tax. It also has the 
power to enact an across-the-board 
gas tax and a parking tax. 


RTA chairman Milton Pikarsky lias 


called for passage of an across-the- 
board gas tax. saying It Is the RTA's 
only fund-raising tool. He rejected the 
Idea that RTA officials should propose 
alternate methods of funding to the 
legislature. 


Suburban RTA members vigorously 


oppose an acrois-the-board gas tax 
saying it would be unfair to their con- 
stitutents. 


Baldino, however, said any gas lax 


is only a short-term solution to the 
agency's money problems. 


"I think eventually we arc going to 


need a restructuring of the RTA," he 
said sa>ing he would like to see the 
agency get sales tax money. He said 
this would provide ample and stable 
funding for the RTA.

VICTORIA. Canada (UPI) - A Ca- 


nadian Air West Ltd. amphibious 
plane ditched In the chill waters, of the 
Strait of Juan dc Fucn Thursday, and 
all IB persons aboard were rescued 
within 40 minutes. 


The Canadian Coa»t Guard at Vic- 


toria said the Twin Oiler craft made a 
forced l.imllnc about four miles south 
of Victoria shortly after It a in, and 
survivors in life jackets ucrc spotted 
minutes later.

Wash, across (lie strult from Vic- 
toria, picked up the passengers and 


crew members but was damaged 
when It set down on the water surface 
amid the wreckage of the plane. 


A spokesman at the Port Angeles

vessels at the scene and transport 
them to land, probably to Victoria. 


The plane was on a flight from Van- 


couver, B C., on the mainland to Vic- 
toria on Vancouver Island when it 
was forced to ditch just short of its 
destination. The problem that caused 
the forced landing was not known im- 
mediately.

OMAHA, Neb. (UPI) — Amtrak's 


San Francisco Zephyr, earring many 
Christmas holiday travelers, derailed 
outside Omaha Thursday, injuring 46 
passengers, most of whom were jolted 
from their sleep. 


"I was just dozing," said Mrs. E. L.

"I had my glasses 
off and my dentures out of my mouth. 


"I felt a lurch and all of a sudden, 


bang. It happened so suddenly. We 
didn't have time to really react." 


Four of the six cars on the 11-car 


train carrying 166 persons, slid down 
a 20-foot embankment, while two oth- 
er can jumped off the tracks less 
than 10 feet from the edge of the em- 
bankment. TTre other cars and one of 
the two diesel engines derailed, but 
remained upright on the tracks. 


"THERE WAS no hysteria," said

Pentagon inefficiency shows 
Missile program won't die

PLAINS, Ga. — If we are to believe 


(he opinions of his assistants, Jimmy 
Carter is spending the day Inside his 
brick home (1) wresting with brave 
plans to reorganize the efficiency of 
the federal establishment, or (2) play- 
ing blocks with Amy. 


In either event, perhaps, he may 


reach the same end. Bringing order to 
government has been the dream of 
every new president, and his inevi- 
table failure. The bees got their bu- 
reaucratic system together cons ago, 
as the wags say, but Americans are 
still groping. Or, as Justice Brandcis 
put it: government Is not an exact sci- 
ence. 


The Pentagon Is as good a place as 


any to illustrate the problems Mr. 
Carter faces. There, where the gener- 
als spend some $300 million in tax 
revenues every 24 hours, the good 
purpose is corrupted by stuplfying 
waste and chronic myopia. A sobering 
example Is the 13-year-old mortifica- 
tion which is officially known as the 
Condor missile. 


THE CONDOR was conceived as 


the Navy's version of the weapon of 
tomorrow. A smart rocket, no less, 
guided to target by television tech- 
nology. Tho idea was to develop the 
capability for a Navy airplane to stay 
a safe distance (up to 60 miles) from 
a heavily defended target objective, 
yet still destroy the bull's-eye with 
great dependability. 


Sad for national security, however, 


there have been troubles along the 


way. For one thing the Condor's 
weight, about 600 pounds, Is in- 
adequate for fulfilling its full destruc- 
tion mission. The Walleye I missile, 
by comparison, was junked years ago 
when the Pentagon determined that 
its 800 pound warhead could not even 
demolish a bridge. 


THEN TOO THERE IS an envi- 


ronmental problem with the Condor. 
TV guided, It is thus a fair weather 
weapon which is crippled at night, 
during fog, or even when smoke or 
camouflage 
blurs the target on 


screen. It has failed test after test un- 
der adverse conditions, to the point 
where one congressional investigator 
finds It "useless." 


And finally, say Condor critics, the 


missile's cost is unthinkable. The Pen- 
tagon originally planned to order 800 
of them, at a cost of $500 million, plus 
$200 million more to modify the plan- 
es that would fire them. This works 
out to about $400,000 apiece. By con- 
trast an all weather glide bomb costs 
$70,000, a Walleye II $28,000. 


IN SPITE OF THESE deficiencies, 


at least $250 million has doggedly 
been spent on Condor's development. 
No doubt to some extent because the 
Pentagon's research and acquisition 
chief, Malcom Currie, has given it an 
extraordinary blessing. Though other 
executives in the defense department 
have pointedly criticized the reliabil- 
ity of the missile, Currie has pro- 
moted it without reservation. 


Senate probers hve suggested that 


Currie's enthusiasm for the Condor 
may well be tied to his fondness for 


the weapon's primary contractor, 
Rockwell International. Two of Cur- 
rie's top aides are former Rockwell 
employes. And Rockwell has provided 
Currie and a lady friend with at least 
one expense paid vacation to the Ba- . 
ha mas. 


WELL, IS IT UNUSUAL for govern- 


ment officers to be so cozy with gov- 
ernment contractors? If it is, the Pen- 
tagon rule book at least says it 
shouldn't be. The personnel "stan- 
dards of conduct" forbid any conflict 
of interest, or even "the appearance 
of such a conflict." And so Currie was 
reprimanded for indiscretion; he was 
docked some pay. Weeks later, how- 
ever, he was forgiven, and given a 
promotion. 


Given all of this, even Congress has 


been unsettled by the intrigue and 
suspicion surrounding the Condor mis- 
sile. Earlier this year it took one of its 
rare swipes at the Pentagon, both 
houses voting to terminate the Condor 
program. At this point In time even 
top naval officials whisper that the 
missile is ill-fated. 


And yet the story does not end hap- 


pily here. There are too many unused 
twists and turns in the Pentagon 
maze. Rockwell is lobbying furiously 
for a reactivation of the program, 
Currie Is still quietly backing these ef- 
forts, and sources say the defense de- 
partment will ask both Jerry Ford 
and Jimmy Carter for the funds. 
Don't bet the money won't be forth- 
coming, Carter's good intentions not- 
withstanding.

Marcos9 bow to the Third World 
Philippines stalls bases agreement

MANILA, Philippines (UPI) - Tho 


recent refusal of the Philippine gov- 
ernment to accept a new military 
bases agreement with the United 
States is seen hero as a calculated 
risk intended to mollify nonaligned 
Third World nations without closing 
the door on negotiations for a new 
pact. 


First reports said the Philippines 


had accepted a $1 billion economic 
and military aid package over five 
years for continued American use 
of Clark Air Force Base and Subic 
Bay Naval Base. 


Foreign Secretary Carlos Romulo In 


New York denied an agreement had 
been reached while admitting that 
such an offer had been made. Romulo 
later said he had been "pressured" to 
accept the new pact, but that the Phil- 
ippines was "not in a hurry" to sign 
an agreement with the outgoing Ford 
Administration. 


WESTERN DIPLOMATIC sources 


here said the refusal to buckle under 
the pressure to sign a bases agree- 
ment and the alleged U.S. State De- 
partment leak that an agreement had 
been reached, gave Pros. Ferdinand 
E. Marcos an unasked-for opportunity 
to raise the stature of the Philippines 
in the eyes of Third World nations. 


Marcos has stressed repeatedly that 


sovereignty is the main issue in a new 
bases agreement, although the Philip- 
pines can hardly afford to turn its 
back on $1 billion in economic and 
military aid. 


ON SOVEREIGNTY, Marcos said in 


October: 


"It means rules and regulations 


should be issued by the Philippine, 
commander as to how these facilities 
should be used without perhaps mov- 
ing into the territory of actual oper- 
ation of the units based in these facil- 
ities." 


The sovereignty issue, however, ap- 


peared all but settled the same month 
when U.S. Ambassador William H. 
Sullivan, head of the U.S. negotiating 
panel in the Philippines, said in a 
speech Filipino commanders would be 
given "genuine authority" over the 
bases in a new agreement. 


U.S. EMBASSY sources have said a 


new agreement, including the sover- 
eignty demands, could be worked out 
in a matter of days. 


Marcos, fully aware that Clark and 


Subic are the last two major 
mil- 


itary bases in Southeast Asia, Is tak- 
ing tho opportunity of a change In 
American administrations to enhance 
the Philippines' pro-Asia stance while 
waiting to seo what the new adminis- 
tration will offer for the bases, politi- 


cal observers here speculated. 


During the four years of his martial 


law rule, Marcos has worked 
diligently to identify the Philippines 
with the nonaligned nations and to 
eliminate the last vestiges of colonial 
ties with the U.S. built by nearly half 
a century of American rule in the is- 
lands. 


THE Si BILLION offer for the bases 


was portrayed in the government-au- 
thorized Philippine press as an out- 
right bribe by the United States. 
'One widely read columnist de- 
scribed the offer as a "sinister infer- 
ence ... that we were going to forget 
all about our demands for respect of 
our sovereignty. In so many words, 
the Washington-datclined story tended 
to slur the Filipino people as men- 
dicants." 


A cartoon on the editorial page of 


a Manila newspaper showed Uncle 
Sam dangling a packet of dollars at 
tho end of a fishing line before a 
frowning Filipino studying the issues 
in a bases agreement. 


Nevertheless, 
political 
observers 


and diplomats expect a new bases 
agreement to be signed early in the 
Carter Administration with a strong 
emphasis, at least on paper, on the 
touchy sovereignty issue, and in- 
cluding a 
healthy monetary in- 


ducement.

The Dec. 8 edition of The Herald 


featured a story about our' publica- 
tion, Who's Who Among American 
High School Students. Bascially, the 
story concluded that recognition in 
Who's Who was of little value and that 
our standards and criteria would per- 
mit acceptance of "half to three quar- 
ters of all high school students." 


Most critical comments were attrib- 


uted to the National Association of 
S e c o n d a r y School Principals 
(NASSP), a professional organization 
primarily representing the special in- 
terests of principals nation-wide and 
ostensibly an "objective educational 
association." 


Please note, however, that the 


NASSP is also the sponsor of the Na- 
tional Honor Society (NHS) which has 
honored high school students since 
1921. At our request, the NASSP con- 
ducted an in-depth study of over 25 
high school recognition programs in- 
cluding their own NHS. The only 
program "approved" by them contin- 
ues to be the NHS. 


With all due respect to the National 


Honor Society, a comparison of statis- 
tics should provide your readers with 
a meaningful perspective. The only ri- 
gid requirement for NHS membership 
is the achievement of a "B" grade 
point average or better. Requirements 
for "leadership, service and charac- 
ter" are interpreted and applied by 
local administrators. There is no limit 
on the number of students eligible for 
membership and according to the 
NASSP, last year "between 400,000 
and 600,000 students were selected." 


Who's Who Among American High 


School Students limits schools to nom- 
inating 15 per cent of their llth and 


12th grade students, requires a grade 
point average of "B" or better, re- 
quires demonstrated leadership in 
academics, athletics or extra-curricu- 
lar activities. Last year 260,000 stu- 
dents were recognized, 98 per cent 
achieved a "B" grade point average 
or better, 97 per cent were college- 
bound and the "average" student par- 
ticipated in 8.5 activities or award 
programs. Clearly, our standards 
are no less demanding than the NHS. 


To illustrate our 
"inconsistent" 


standards, The Herald cited Robert 
Absil's inclusion in our 1974-75 edition. 
Robert graduated 
from 
Arlington 


Heights High School, fourth in a class 
of 580, was on the honor roll, a report- 
er for the school paper, member of 
the Science Club and received an 
award from the Rotary Club. He now 
attends IIT and majors in chemical 
engineering. We have no regrets 
whatsoever about his selection. 


While The Herald cited statements 


from local librarians that Who's Who 
was of "little value," they did not 
publish available material from other 
librarians praising our program be- 
cause they were "not local" or posi- 
tive comments from colleges, and uni- 
versities regarding our services "be- 
cause of space limitations." Similarly, 
no mention of our positive record with 
the Better Business Bureau was pub- 
lished.

'substantial' cancer risk 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Amer- 


ican public is being exposed to a 'sub- 
stantial" cancer rUtc by the only red 
coloring still widely used In the food 
supply, two researchers told the gov- 
ernment Thursday. 


The dye. Red No. 40. is being pro- 


duced at the rate of 2 million pounds 
a year for use in everything from Ice 
cream to soda pop. It Is the second 
most widely used food coloring In the 
country, behind Yellow No. 5. 


The dye has come from relative ob- 


scurity to prominence because the 
FDA (his year banned two other red 
dyes — Red No. !. once the most 
widely used coloring, and Red No. 4. 
whose only food use was in maras- 
chino cherries. 


Red -to is the last red dye which can 


be mixed properly with liquid foods, 
and a ban would create problems for 
the food industry. 


Dr. Michael Jacobson of the Center 


for Science In the Public Interest, rep- 
resenting himself and Dr. Samuel Ep- 
stein of the University of Illinois Med- 
ical Center, said "there seems to be 
no reasonable basis on which to allow 
the continued exposure of the Ameri- 
can public to the dye."

\Vhllo some youngsters might be 


doubting the existence of Old Sain'. 
Nick — having spotted throe different 
Santas In three different stores In r—» 
afternoon — teachers feel It is their 
job to reassure the kids that yes, in- 
dued, there is one. 


"When I was a first grade teacher If 


« child Diked about Santa Claus I 
would always say, 'well, I believe in 
Santa Claus,' " said Virginia Sonntag, 
principal of Stevenson School, 1375 S. 
Wolf Rd., Wheeling. 


IP A CHILD insisted there Is no 


Santa Claus and offered his parents' 
word as proof, Mrs. Sonntag said she 
would confide. "Well I know, but Isn't 
It fun to think there Is one?" 


"I say there Is a Santa Claus." said 


Pam Graver, a first grade teacher at 
Euclid School, 1211 Wheeling Rd., 
Mount Proipect. "I believe at this age 
you shouldn't take it away 
from 


them." 


But Miss Graver said It is impor- 


tant to explain that Santa Claus is a 
spirit — UK spirit of someone special 
caring for children. "I want them to 
believe me. to trust what I'm saying," 
said Miss Graver. 


To the child who no longer believes 


and Is on the verge of telling his less- 
Informed friends, Miss Graver urges 
them to keep the secret to them- 
selves. "If they believe It, then it's 
true," she tells the children who are 
skeptical. 


FINDING OUT there Is no Santa 


Claus "is one of the most tragic, trau- 
matic things that can happen to a 
child," Misj Graver said.."But time 
heals," 


Most children catch on in about 


third or fourth grade, Miss Graver 
said. At that age — 8 and 9-year-old 
— parents feel they must bo told. If 
younger children have an older broth- 
er or sister, they often start asking a 
little earlier, she said. 


Some teachers feel the topic should 


be avoided — that it Is the parents' 
business to take care of the tale of 
Santa Claus. 


"Different parents have different 


feelings about the way they want to 
handle it," said Donna Groomon, a 
kindergarten teacher at Twain School, 
S15 Merle Ln., Wheeling. "You can't

But if Johnny 
comes hi saving Jimmy told him 
there is no Santa Claus, Mrs. Groo- 
man just suggests, "Why don't you 
talk to Mommy about it?"

Checker Dr., Buffalo Grove, said chil- 


dren rarely ask because they "want 
to believe in it. They maybe question 
it in their minds, but they don't go 
around asking adults." 


If the question ever comes up for 


Jeff Clapsaddle, a kindergarten teach- 
er at Stevenson School, 1414 Arm- 
strong Ln., Elk Grove Village, the 
only approach is a straightforward, 
matter-of-fact answer: 


"There is a Santa Claus. There's no

The first part of the digestive .vstcm's job Is tu 


break up the bite size chunks of fool Into smaller 
bits.

Landon, who or- 
dinarily Is seen as Pa in "Little House 
on tho Prairie," wrote, directed and 
appears In a cameo rote in "Loneliest 
Runner." 


LANDON KNOWS the agonies that 


this problem causes for humiliated 
children across tho country—mostly 
boys — and their parents, He suffered 
from It himself until ho was 14 years 
old. 


London's story has the strengths 


and weaknesses of autobiography. His 
insights Into the boy, whoso parents 
don't understand that he is unable to 
control his bedwctting, have tho un- 
mistakcablc ring of truth.

and winning an Olympic gold medal

It's Dino DC Laurcntlls' new 


"King Kong," n remake of the 
original 1933 version — only big- 
ger and better, we've been prom- 
ised repeatedly. 


There's no doubt It's bigger. 


Just as the World Trade Center 
makes the Empire State Building, 
once the tallest building In the 
world, look like a dwarf, the me- 
chanical Kong created by Para- 
mount, 40 feet tall in his bare feet, 
could no doubt run Kong I right 
off the mot Ic set.

He walks, talks 
and rolls his eyes with the help of 
six men who are continually at a 
control panel. Kong makes the 
Million Dollar Man look liko a 
(lime-store Imitation. 


Yet, regardless of the cool mil- 


lion (and I mean bucks) that went 
into the making of Kong, it's easy 
to understand Miss Lange's hesi- 
tation over spending too much 
time posed 40 feet above ground 
In that gigantic hand. What if

had 
short-circuited 
and 


clenched his fist? 


Well, Carlo Rambaldi and Glen 


Robinson who were assigned to 
design Kong (their credits include 
the special effects in both "Earth- 
quake" and "Tho Hindcnburg") 
thought of everything. They in- 
stalled safety devices in each one 


of Kong's fingers so they couldn't 
close all the way. 


EVEN SO, stories have it that 


Kong did do some pinching now 
and again — playfully. 


The new "King Kong" is right 


up to date. Charles Grodln plays 
Wilson, an oil executive who leads 
an exploration team into the South 
Pacific In search of an under- 
water oil shelf. 


Jeff Bridges is Princeton Pro- 


fessor Prescott, a zoologist who 
stows aboard the ship because he 
suspects that a gigantic animal is 
living on the Island where the ex- 
pedition is headed. 


Jessica enters the picture when 


she is rescued unconscious from a 
lifeboat after a huge pleasure boat 
on which she was partying ship- 
wrecked. 


OF COURSE, Kong docs exist. 


And the natives keep him happy 
by sacrificing beautiful women to 
him. But Jessica Is his ruination. 
While he's paying her too much 
attention, Wilson and his crew 
manage to capture Kong and 
bring him back to New York 
where they intend to put him on 
public display and capitalize on 
the price of admission. 


The epic costs $22 million to 


make and was filmed on three lo- 
cations: the Hawaiian island of 
Kaual, Los Angeles and New York 
where 30,000 people turned out to 
sec Kong on top of the World 
Trade Center.

Invin Corey, when he's not play- 


ing the absent-minded professor, 
wavers between being a volcanic 
orator and a court jester. 


Meeting him for breakfast is not' 


the same as taking a scat to see 
his show. He's much tamer — in 
appearance anyhow. His hair Is 
combed back and about the only 
thing that readily sets him off 
from tht main stream is his 
choice of wrinkled red polo shirt 
under a sedate, narrow-lapeled 
suit. 


"How do you want your eggs 


done?" the waitress asks politely. 


"OH, ABE YOU GOING to cook 


them?" he reacts surprised. 


Then as he bites into a piece of 


toast, he's off on a soapbox tan- 
gent berating the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration for passively sitting 
by w h i l e Franco overthrew 
Spain's democratic 
government 


and rebuking our country in gen- 
eral for always "backing the 
wrong guy." 


Nor does he think people are po- 


litically aware. 


"Remember when people got so 


upset when the Russians sent a 
monkey up in a sputnik? They 
thought it was so inhuman? Hitler 
killed six and a half million Jews 
and nobody lifted a finger." 


MENTION YOU SAW him on 


television last Sunday and he's 
anxious to know if any of his ma- 
terial was deleted. 


"Did you hear when I said — 


The first tiling Carter is going to 
do is pardon Ford." 


"Why? He didn't do anything." 
"Neither did Nixon." 
Yet, after a ceaseless torrent of 


opinionated criticism, ask Corey 
to comment on the shape of the 
US. today and he answers in a 
straight face. 


"Oh, I think it's in pretty good 


shape. I'd cut off Florida though. 
I've always thought it was nasty 
sticking out like that." 


AND ACCORDING TO Corey, 


"If we have an earthquake in 
California, it won't bo San An- 
dreas Fault. It will be Reagan's 
fault." 


Prof. Irwin Corey is currently 


all over Chicago. He's appearing 
through Thursday in the Blue Max 
of the Hyatt Regency Ollare, and 
he has a small part in the comedy 
"Car Wash" that opens next week 
in the Chicago suburbs. 


In February another movie, 


"Thieves," will be out, in which 
Corey plays the father of Mario 
Thomas, a 78-j ear-old cab driv- 
er — "a humorous character but 
a real person," said Corey. 


"Some people have said it 


might make me an Oscar candi- 
date for best supporting role." 


COREY 
REFERS 
TO 
"Car 


Wash" as a "panorama of prior- 
ities in the world today." It's a 
day in the life of a car wash, and 
Corey considers his small part 
"one of the best conceived uttle 
vigneltes in the entire movie." 


While carrying his urine sample 


Prof. Irwin Corey 


in a Coke bottle on his way to the 
doctor's office, he's mistaken for 
the mad bomber. 


"There's a debate over the so- 


cial implications of this movie — 
whether it's set the movement 
(whole ethnic movement) back SO 
years," said Corey, who added 
"People should take things se- 
riously. Do you realize that anti- 
Semitism was a part of this world 
1300 jears ago? To guard against 
it, you have to be aware of it. By 
making fun of it, by bringing out 
the message humorously, it hits 
closer to home." 


IT WAS A CAUSE that created 


the professor. Corey invented him 
whilo entertaining to raise milk 
money for Spanish children dur- 
ing the Franco takeover in the 
middle '30s. And since that time, 
Prof. Irwin Corey has been a 
staple on the nightclub circuit. 


Corey attributes his longevity to

Yet most attempts 
to recreate a viable Holmes scenario 
have flopped. Including a stage play 
this past winter. 


But Holmes regains prominence in

Costuming and furnishings were 


carefully researched, you can tell. 
The movie was filmed in London, the 
English countryside and Old Vienna.

Nicol Williamson's portrayal of the

The disorder Is an inherited defect In hemoglobin formation. And 


It U true that excess Iron will not help. Maw patients with this 
disorder have a long history of taking Iron and still having an 
anemia. However, I should point out Ihnt these patients have the 
itimc needs for Iron as normal persons During the child-hearing 
years they can have an Iron deficiency the some as anyone else 
who loses blood regularly and docs not adequately replace it with 
dietary Iron. During the menstruating yean uomcn need more 
Iron. 


The disorder Is called Mediterranean anemia because It was 


first noted frequently In people from that part of the world. As 
many a* JO per cent of some Italian families had blood tests 
revealing the disorder. 


I think It would be « good idea In have ail of your children 


checked to sec If they have the same mild form of disorder. If so, 
none will probably have any serious consequences from It.

I* there any known treat- 
turn! for lhr»r tumor* other than surgery? 


Fibroid* (Iciomyoma) of the uterus are very common. They are 


benign growths of fiberous tissue, and their location and size de- 
termine how much trouble they will cause 


Small one* In some locations cause frequent bleeding. Larger 


one* may cause pressure symptoms. Moderate sized ones may 
cause no symptoms at all. 


They may regress In size after the menopause. But this Is not 


always the case. The presence of female hormones seems (o main- 
tain them or stimulate their growth. 


Certainly If they arc causing problems In a woman who docs not 


plan to hove any more children, and particularly If there Is ar.v 
other disease of the uterus, a hysterectomy Is Indicated. There Is 
no medical treatment that can make them vanish or help you 
other than the loss of your normal female hormone production and 
that Is not a very satisfactory solution.

If the hole isn't deep, 4vou may be able to get the char out by 


using dry 0000 steel wool. Then touch up the area with the right 
color water paint — the kind children use. If It's all level to the 
touch, all that's needed Is waxing. Years ago I took care of such a 
burn with the right color plastic wood. If you arc wary of trying 
this method, spot rcflnishlng ought not to be too expensive.

Concept revived: live your beliefs

A religion class at Sacred Heart of 


Mary High School In Rolling Meadows 
recently spent an afternoon going 
through the garbage behind the school 
cafeteria. Knee-deep In refuse, stu- 
dents found that 21 pounds of food was 
Masted that day. 


At St. Viator High School In Arllng- 


ton Heights some students earn rcll- 
Rlon credit by volunteering at Kirk 
Center for tbo handicapped l.t Pala- 
tine. Other students are working at 
the Lutheran Homo for the Aged In 
Arlington Heights to fulfill (heir reli- 
gion requirement. 


These activities are some of the un- 


conventional ways In which religion Is 
taught in Northwest suburban Catho- 
lic high schools. 


BOUND TIIK NEW (caching styles 


Is a new attitude about religious edu- 
cation. Religion Is not just doctrine 
which must bo drummed Into stu- 
dents' heads, local educators say. In- 
stead they say "we have to begin to 
live what we say we believe." 


Ono way In which students arc liv- 


ing what they arc learning is through 
courses which emphasize social 
awareness through community In- 
volvement. 


Richard Endrcss teaches a religion 


course at Sacred Heart entitled "Call 
to Justice." It was In a study of hun- 
ger and poverty that his students de- 
cided lo wade through the garbage at 
Sacred Heart. 


HUNGER AND POVERTY seem to 


be 'out there,'" Endrcss said. "I 
hoped they would really see the prob- 
lem starts hero." 


Endress said "(here Is n realization 


In many religions today that you can't 
be Involved only In religious Issues. 
You also have to get Involved In social 
Justice." 


He tenches these subjects 
from 


more than a sociological standpoint. 
Catholicism Is the thread which weav- 
es his lessons. "We've looked at these 
problems and then seen what our reli- 
gion says about them," Endrcss said. 


At St. Viator boys' school some stu- 


dents fulfill their religion requirement 
through "Christian social action." The 
emphasis Is on working wllh people, 
said senior Pete Mctzgcr. who spent 
time working with voungstcrs at Kirk 
Center. 


PETE SAID he found his communi- 


ty service work a valuable part of his 
religious cdcuatlon at St. Viator. "Re- 
ligion Is learning from your experi- 
ence," ho said. 


Ono of the goals of the religion pro- 


gram at Sacred Heart is to translate 
classroom knowledge Into personal 
experience — "to bridge the gap be- 
tween the head and the heart," said

"For some people, religion become 


a matter of structure and obeying 
rules — It was a Sunday thing. But it 
can no longer be set apart from our 
life," Sister Rosalind said. 


Although religion is a course re- 


quirement at Sacred Heart, Sister Ro- 
salind has set up a new program for 
the girls to "actively share their 
faith." 


A GROUP CALLED CORE, con- 


sisting of about 15 girls, meets to plan 
masses and to discuss their religious 
commitment. 
"Learning 
doctrine, 


dogma and tradition is essential, but 
it's not enough," Sister Rosalind said. 
"U'c give them religious experience 
as well as religious knowledge." 


While attempting to personalize reli- 


gious training the Catholic educators 
say they want to show that personal 
choice is crucial in religion. They also 
encourage questioning, which they 
say is a departure from the past. 


"You used to say 'tills is what the 


church says and you must believe 
It," said Sister Rosalind. "We still 
have a set of beliefs, but we're shift- 
ing from saying that you must believe 
It because this is what the church 
says." 


"ALL TEACHING and learning has 


to address itself to: 'you're the deci- 
sion maker In the end,1" said the 
Rev. Patrick Render, president of St. 
Viator. "It has to be personal choice," 
he added.

You can tell right away Mark H. McCormack Isn't an "agent." 


He's too tall. He's too blond. He doesn't smoke cigars, call people 
"Baby," make noise eating soup, or drop names. "Agents," he 
says Icily, "arc short, fat guys who book bands." 


Mark McCormack looks more like the leadcr-in-thc-clubhouse at 


the end of the third round than a 10-pcr-center. All the same, he 
may be the greatest flesh peddler in the gamy history of the 
business. 


Every time you sec a headline about old Socks Someboe>0r- 


Other signing a $5 million contract to play left field someplace, 
you should know that, without Mark McCormack, those kinds of 
numbers wouldn't be possible. 


THERE ARE a great many people who even believe Mark 


McCormack Invented Arnold Palmer in a laboratory In Latrobe, 
Pa. Palmer. >ou will recall, Is the first guy who ever made $1 
million In golf — and $40 million out of It. McCormack came 
within a whisker of getting him named general manager of the 
world In his hcydcy. 


Arnold was everything from Grand Marshal of the Rose Parade 


to International laundry tycoon before McCormack got through 
with him. Arnold hasn't won a major tournament in almost 13 
yean. But he's a lot more famous than anybody who won one last 
week. 


McCormack, more than anyone else, revolutionized the sports 


business. McCormack is not the kind of agent who laughs at his 
clients' jokes, or picks up his daughter at school. McCormack Is 
the kind of agent the client has to get an appointment to sec. 


TIIKIIK IS A school of thought which holds that agents ruined 


Hollywood (mainly by getting their clients percentages of the mov- 
ies they made) and that they will perform a similar disservice for 
professional sports. Actually, professional sports will probably be 
ruined by the same thing that ruined Hollywood — television. 


But. there can be very little doubt that agents have demolished 


the infrastructure of sports, the cver-lovln' reserve clause, the 
Indcnturcd-slavcry rule which limited the freedom of movement of

the athlete and bound him to one employer for all his athletic life. 


Like many agents, McCormack was a lawyer first, an agent 


last. So he knew unconstitutional^ when he saw it. 


But unlike most agents, McCormack was not content just to take 


his pound of flesh. In the first place, McCormack preferred not to 
deal In team sports. (But, when he did, he made headlines: He got 
$3.5 million for Csonka, Klick and Worfield from the World Foot- 
ball League, and decimated the Miami Dolphins' "dynasty," per- 
haps forever.) McCormack not only got money for his hired hands, 
he found work for them. He staged tournaments, packaged TV 
shows, and formed leagues for them. 


MARK WAS JUST a $5,000-a-year lawyer who took the bus to 


work In Cleveland when he linked up with Arnold Palmer. Up to 
then, professional athletes pretty much handled their own affairs 
— or "mishandled" would be a better word. "I think Frank Scott 
used to get 'tie-ins' for the New York Yankees. Or book them on 
the Ed Sullivan Show. But nobody was really representing them In 
the counting house," recalls McCormack. 


He started out booking golfing exhibitions for the touring pros. A 


scratch player who played in four U.S. Amateurs, and one U.S. 
Open (I led at Tulsa In 19S8, after five holes but I got so busy 
practicing my acceptance speech in the press tent, I wound up 
missing the cut"), McCormack soon found himself swamped with 
requests for Palmer. "A lot of country clubs were interested In 


booking exhibitions. As obvious as it seems today, no one was 
handling that business then." 


McCormack soon outgrew the stuffy law business. When Palmer 


asked him to handle all his business, McCormack recalls, "I was 
appalled at the one-sidedness of the contracts. They were getting 
product identification with the U.S. Open and Masters champion 
for about what they pay a truck driver." 


McCOHMACK DID NOT wait for television to come to him, he 


came to television. He packaged golf, tennis and ski shows, and 
the highly successful superstars shows. All of a sudden, he was a 
conglomerate with offices In 13 countries, 300 employes and, once, 
his very own blood clot on the brain — the dueling scar of the 
American businessman. 


Sports agency Is a flourishing business today, thanks to Mark 


McCormack. He not only made Arnold Palmer a multi-millionaire, 
he made Mark McCormack one. He did the same for Gary Player. 
Larry Csonka and Jean-Claude Killy. There should be a statue to 
him in every professional athlete's trophy room and a plaque at 
Cooperstown. 


Catfish Hunter, Andy Messersmith, Joe Rudl and Reggie Jack- 


son all owe a low bow to Palmer and McCormack, who begat a 
chain reaction In personal management which has altered the fab- 
ric of sports irrevocably. Of all the people who left school In 1954, 
the athlete who would do the most to change the games people 
play was an obscure member of the golf team at William and 
Mary — M. H. McCormack. 


I asked this pioneer what he thought of his handiwork, now that 


the million-dollar contract has become commonplace. McCormack, 
who was between planes at the time, paused. 


"Fifteen years ago," he said, "sports personalities tended to be 


vastly overpaid. But if you are asking me if sports will cancel 
Itself out or die on a cross of gold, I would say, no, the law of 
supply and demand will eventually level it off. Sports is, after all. 
a business and, despite the ego trip of an occasional owner, it will 
conduct itself as a business in the end."

his attorney, Nell Paplano, said evi- 
dence will show that Kuhn had a 
"clear lack of authority" to void Fln- 
lcy's sale of three players. 


The suit was filed by Flnlcy, owner 


of the Oakland A's, after Kuhn ruled 
that he could not sell pitcher Rollic 
Fingers and outfielder Joe Rudl to the 
Boston Red Sox for $2 million and 
pitcher Vida Blue to the New York 
Yankees for $1.5 million. 


Kuhn voided the sale three days later 


and said he acted "In the best Inter- 
ests of baseball." 


PAPIANO IN HIS opening state- 


ment, told U.S. District Court Judge 
Frank McGarr that "the sale was not 
unique" and was expressly allowed un- 
der baseball rules. 


"There ha\c been hundreds of pre- 


vious sales for dollars that now would 
be In excess of these amounts," Pa- 
piano said.

High cost on TV for -80 Olympics 


NEW YORK — The three American Iclcvlslon networks an- 


nounced Monday they have asked for suspension of current nego- 
tiations for rights la telecast the 1980 Olympic Games in Moscow 
In order to find out whether, under the law, they can make It a 
joint production. 


In Washington, a spokesman for the Department of Justice sold 


the networks had contacted the Department by telephone to advise 
that they were considering this move. 


The Justice spokesman said the networks said they would flic a 


"business review letter" with the Department, asking the Depart- 
ment to decide In advance whether working together on such a 
project would be In violation of federal antitrust laws. 


In New York, a spokesman for ABC released the following state- 


ment: 


"ABC. CBS and NBC are asking for a suspension of the negotia- 


tions In Moscow for the 1980 Olympic rights. This suspension will 
enable the networks to review with the Department of Justice the 
desirability of the networks assuming jointly the costs and risks 
of making available to the American public broadcast of (he 1980 
Olympic Games." 


Officials of the three networks were In Moscow. 
The Soviet Union has reportedly been asking such a large sum 


for the television rights that some observers believe it could not be 
met by a single network. One report tabbed the sum as high as $30 
million.

Michigan State receives 
probation rap by league 


Big Ten Commissioner Wayne Duke 


Thursday placed Michigan State's 
football program on three year proba- 
tion, barring the Spartans from play- 
ing In any postseason or televised con- 
tests until Sept. 1,1979 because of re- 
cruiting and financial aid violations. 


The penalty conformed to a three- 


year NCAA probation placed on MSU 
early this year, but It extended the 
date ending the NCAA probation from 
Jan. 18,1979 until Sept. 1. 


At a news conference, Duke said the 


penalty was proposed by the univer- 
sity in the form of a "remedial ac- 
tion." He sold the school hod agreed 
that If further "significant" violations 
occur during the probation period, the 
probation will bo extended until Sept. 
1, 1981, and the school will lose on 
estimated $350,000 per year in tele- 
vision revenue. 


AS PART OF THE penalty, the 


school agreed to dismiss former Foot- 
ball Coach Denny Stolz, three of his 
assistants, and former Athletic Direc- 
tor Burt Smith, Duke said. 


The agreement, he said, also pro- 


vided that the university's athletic de- 
partment be reorganized with tho re- 
sponsibility for 
Us administration 


transferred to tho office of MSU Pres- 
ident Clifton Wharton. However, now 
Athletic Director Joseph Kearney will 
remain In his post. 


Tho agreement also required that 


the school disassociate Itself with two 
former representatives of its athletic 
Interests, neither of whom were 
named in his prepared statement. 
Duke said Big Ten Investigators un- 
covered 87 violations during their 21- 
month Investigation. Although many 
of them wcra minor, several were 
"wilful violations," he said. 


HE SAID THE threat of further pe- 


nalties If violations occur during the 
probationary period was intended "as 
a deterrent." 


Duke sold the dates of tho Big Ten 


probation period differed from the 
NCAA dates because the information 
came from thrco separate sources, 
and because tho Big Ten was delayed 
In its investigation by several legal 
actions, the most recent on Nov. 29. 


Duke said the bulk of the violations 


occurred during a period from 1972 to 
197S, but some dated back to 1967. He 
would not say whether he spoke dur- 
ing the Investigation with Ohio State 
Coach Woody Hayes, who has charged 
the Spartans with recruiting 
In- 


fractions. 


DURING THE PERIOD of proba- 


tion, Duke said, the' university also 
must: 


"A) register each of the representa- 


tives of its athletic interests; 


"B) require that each of the repre- 


sentatives study annually the current 
Big Ten and NCAA rules; 


"O make each member of its ath- 


letic department available on an an- 
nual basis for a conference seminar 
on Big Ten and NCAA recalling and 
financial old rules; 


"D) permit tho conference to ad- 


minister the signing of the athletes' 
statements of financial support and 
eligibility; 


"E) submit annually to the confer- 


ence a detailed statement outlining .. 
information about its representatives 
of athletic interests and about each 
individual whom tho university has 
recruited."

It's Natlonlal Championship time In the Rose Bowl! For the first time that we can re- 


member, our national champion will be decided January 1st when top-ranked Michigan bat- 
tles second-ranked Southern California. It will be the Wolverines' power quotient of 115,9 
versus the Trojans' 112.3. In the Sugar Bowl, Georgia #3, will be a slim 6-point favorite 
over undefeated Pittsburgh, ranked fourth. 


We checked our Top Twenty at the conclusion of the 1975 season and found that six 


teams are among the missing In our final ratings this year. However, of the six, five of 
them have been In our elite group at some time during the season. Only Arizona State, 
with one of its poorest seasons in years, did not appear in our ratings during the 197E 
season. 


The most improved major college football teams In 1976 are Houston and Western 


Michigan. The amaiing Cougars, coming back from a two and eight season in 1975, really 
hit the lack.pot. They won the Southwest Conference plus the host spot in the Cotton 
Bowl ... a real turn-around! The Broncos of Western Michigan, one and ten In '75,' 
jumped to a seven and four record in '76 and finished fourth in the Mid-American 
Conference. 


For the first time in twenty years, the final forecasting average took a bit of a skid. 


We're down over two points from last year's average of .760, finishing with a season's 
percentage of .736. We've picked the results of 2,145 football games, hitting on 1,552 
and missing on 557. There weie 36 ties. 


When we list our selected teams as the top teams, we are rating th'e twenty

ordered nn Immediate halt to the na- 
tion'* $133 million swine (lu Immuni- 
zation program and launched an In- 
tensive Investigation to sec if there Is 
o connection between the vaccine and 
an unusual form of paralysis. 


The announcement by the Center 


for Disease Control In Atlanta, Go , 
had an Immediate impact on the 
wine flu clinics under way and 
planned in the Northwest suburbs.

canceled Its "mop up" clinic at 3:30 
p m. Thursday, a half-hour before It 
was scheduled to open at the Moon 
Lake Convalescent Center. 


• Northwest Community Hospital, 


Arlington Heights, canceled plans to 
Kite a second swine flu shot Saturday 
In several hundred high-risk children 
between the ages of 3 and 17. 


• Cook County Health Dcpt. offi- 


cials said the swine flu shots planned 
as part of a combined measles-flu 
vaccination clinic Dec. 28 at Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center will not be giv- 
en Mcaslc.1 shots, however, will be 
given 04 scheduled.

Hoffman Estates clinic widen was 
scheduled to continue to Dec. 22, said 
if the ban is lifted, shots would be re- 
sumed and perhaps the clinic would 
be extended beyond Dec. 22. 


ABOUT 200 PERSONS showed up 


for the swine flu shots in Hoffman Es- 
tates Wednesday, the first day of the 
mop up clinic, she said. 


The disease control center said it 


made the decision to suspend the 
swine flu plan after an intensive in- 
vestigation in four states — Min- 
nesota, New Jersey, Colorado and 
Alabama. 


The decision was based on statistic- 


al evidence because there Is no way to 
mukc laboratory tests to determine 
any connection between the paralysis 
and the vaccine, said Dr. William 
Focgc, assistant director of the Center 
for Disease Control. 


Based on statistical evidence, Focge 


sold there was one chance in 150,000 
that anyone who received the flu shot 
would contract Guillain-Barrc syn- 
drome. 


About 90 per cent of the victims of 


the paralysis, which is little known 
and difficult to diagnose, recover 
fully. Focgc said "there is no reason 
to expect that It would be any differ- 
ent among vaccinated and unvacci- 
natcd victims. 


ALL I NEEDED was a lot of patience," Arlington Heights resident 
Bjarne Hagen says of his recent recovery from a little-known nerve 
disease called Guillain-Barre. He was paralyzed by the disease from the 
neck down and spont several years in hospitals. 


Upset Gilmore tries drug 
suicide again, will live 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Con- 


victed killer Gory Gilmore tried again 
Thursday to commit suicide by taking 
a "lethal" drug overdose, but doctors 
expected him to live until he can be 
shot by a firing squad next month. 


The condemcnd man, depressed by 


a judge's rejection of his please for 
quick execution, swallowed what doc- 
tors called "a lethal dose of a barbitu- 
rate," exactly one month after his 
first attempt to take his own life. 


A hospital spokesman said Gilmore 


could have died if he had not been 
found and treated quickly. 


Ho was found unconscious in his 


death row cell at Utah State Prison 
and rushed to the University of Utah 
Medical Center, Salt Lake City, where 
doctors said he would survive unless 
other medical complications occurred. 


GILMOHE DEVELOPED "aspira- 


tion pneumonia caused by breathing 
the contents of his stomach into his 
lungs," announced hospital spokes- 
man John Kcahcy. He said the pneu- 
monia — which Gilmore also devel- 
oped after his Nov. 16 suicide attempt 
— was being treated with penicillin 
and steroids. 


"The medical team expects him to 


be unconscous 24 to 36 hours," said 
Kcahcy. "His condition is critical, but 
stable, and he is responding well to 
treatment. 


"Blood screening indicates he took 


what can normally be considered a 
lethal dose of a barbiturate, such as 
phcnobarbital. His level of the drug is 
at the midpoint of what can be consid- 
ered the lethal range." 


The hospital spokesman said Gil- 


morc's 25-day hunger strike made 
him more susceptible to the penu-

For 10 long months Bjarnc Hagen of 


Arlington Heights lived in the clutches 
of the mysterious Gulllain-Barre syn- 
drome. 


He was confined to beds in three 


different hospitals, paralyzed from his 
neck to his feet. He had to be helped 
in and out of bed, and finally worked 
with a physical therapist three times 
a week struggling to put one foot In 
front of the other. 


But through it all Hagcn never lost 


confidence be would recover from the 
poorly understood nerve disease. To- 
day he says he is 95 per cent recov- 
ered. 


"With the help of God and every- 


body else, I came back. I knew I had 
to come back with everybody helping. 
Today I'd say I'm 95 per cent and I'm 
very happy that I had what I had and 
not something like muscular dlstro- 
phy that would have been so much 
more permanent," the 64-year-old Ha- 
gen says. 


GUILLAIN-BARRE syndrome 


struck Hagen as it normally does — 
with a weakness in the legs. 


"I found I couldn't walk up steps, 


couldn't walk to the car, just couldn't 
make it anywhere," he says. "I got a 
cone and that didn't help too much so 
finally, In October 1974, I went into 
Northwest Community Hospital." 


Hagen spent four months at North- 


vest. His doctors diagnosed the illness 
and sent him to Ma>o Clinic in Roch- 
ester, Minn., for confirmation of the 
diagnosis. 


"Doctors told me I had Guillain-

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Taxi license may be revoked

Arlington Heights Village Pros. 


James T. Ryan has threatened to re- 
voke the Arlington City Cab Co. li- 
cense If service Is not Improved by 
February. 


Ryan began an Investigation of the 


company, which holds the only taxi 
license In the village, alter receiving 
citizen complaints and reading a Her- 
ald story last month documenting long 
taxlcab waits. 


"I think the village and residents 


have an absolute right to expect good 
service," ho said. "Any licensee Is ex- 
pected to handle himself in a fashion 
that's acceptable to the community. 


"I havo gotten phono calls from 


customers criticizing the operation 
and have personally had some not 
very good experiences," Ryan said, 


"so I asked (Assistant Village Mgr.) 
Frank Charlton to look into the ser- 
vice they provide." 


TAXICAB COMPANY owner Robert 


Dirks met with Charlton and Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson two weeks ago In 
response to an earlier letter from 
Hanson asking Birks for suggestions 
to Improve service. 


"He had answered that letter ver- 


bally through the meeting," Charlton 
said, "but we told him verbally was 
not good enough." 


Charlton said Birks was asked to 


put his suggestions in writing. Ryan 
agreed and sold neither he nor any 
other village administrator has heard 
from Birks since the meeting. 


Birks recalled a different story. "At 


the meeting (with Hanson and Charl- 
ton) I said I would write Ryan a letter 
requesting a meeting with him, which 


I preferred to putting my plans in 
writing, and I haven't heard from him 
yet. I wouldn't want them to think I'm 
not responding. I was waiting to hear 
from him." 


RYAN COULD not be reached for 


comment about the letter Birks said he 
wrote, but Charlton said, "I'm not 
aware of any letter sent to Ryan ask- 
ing for a meeting. If he has asked for 
a meeting with Ryan we've got a 
whole new ballgamc." 


Last month a Herald survey of tax- 


lcab service in the Northwest suburbs 
uncovered long waits in other commu- 
nities, as well as Arlington Heights. 


Reporters who took taxlcabs .waited 


20 minutes to I hour and 20 minutes in 
Buffalo Grove and from 20 to SO min- 
utes In Rolling Meadows. 


Service In other areas was erratic. 


For example, in Palatine delays 


ranged from 1 to 55 minutes and In 
Mount Prospect from 4 to 35 minutes. 


IN ARLINGTON Heights, reporters 


waited from 5 minutes to 1 hour, 15 
minutes for an Arlington City cab. 


Ryan said he Is willing to work with 


Birks to improve taxicab service in 
the village, but expects to have 
"something from him In the next 
week or 10 days. And If we don't see 
some progress in 30 to 60 days we're 
definitely going to do something about 
it." 


Ryan said Birks' license to operate 


his 26 taxicabs expires next spring, 
but probably could be revoked earlier. 


"I'd like to see the whole situation 


turned around," Ryan said. "I guar- 
antee we're going to get better ser- 
vice one way or another, either 
through him (Birks) or another licens- 
ee."

59 provides 27 
per cent of Dist. 214 students and 42 
per cent of its assessed valuation. 


• Monday could be allocated to im- 


prove the schools and educational op- 
portunities offered at Elk Grove and 
Forest View high schools. Students at 
these schools have been shortchanged 
by Dist. 214, unit district proponents 
say. 


• An Improved sense of community 


could be fostered because the pro- 
posed unit district would be smaller 
than Dist. 214. 


• L o c a l control would bo in- 


creased.Only once has Dist. 59 had 
more than one representative on the 
Dist. 214 board at a time, unit district 
proponents say. 


• With one school board and admin- 


istration governing elementary and 
high schools, there would bo a greater 


opportunity to promote continuity in 
curriculum, goals and methods. 


Opponents of the proposed unit dis- 


trict said the school reorganization 
would be detrimental to the remaining 
portion of Dist. 214 and would not nec- 
essarily benefit the students who 
would be transferred out of Dist. 214 
opponents said. 


• A readjustment and reappraisal 


of Dist. 214 programs would be neces- 
sary because of the loss of 27 per 
cent of its students and 42 per cent of 
its assessed valuation. 
• • Dist. 214 would be transformed 
from a wealthy district into a poor 
one. The $17 million cash surplus the 
district is predicting at the close of 
the current school year would be re- 
duced to a $1.3 million deficit by 19B1- 
82 if the unit district Is formed. 


• The loss of two of its high schools 


would create serious morale and plan- 
ning problems for the district. 


• Space and staff 
requirements 


would prohibit the unit district from 
offering tho diversity In courses in 
Dist. 214. 


• The unit district would foster no 


more a sense of community than Dist. 
214 because it would contain four dif- 
ferent municipalities and unincorpo- 
rated areas and only part of Elk 
Grove Village. 


• The Dist. 59 history of deficit 


spending, paying teachers in script 
and constant turnover in superintend- 
ents does not warrant giving the dis- 
trict additional educational responsi- 
bilities. 


• Dist. 59 has a history of poor 


communication 
between its grade 


schools and junior high schools, in- 
dicating the proposed unit district 
would not necessarily provide a'con- 
tinuity in programs, goals and meth- 
ods from kindergarten through grade 
12.

The disease control center said it 


made Uio decision to suspend the 
swine flu plan after an Intensive in- 
vestigation in four states — Min- 
nesota, Now Jersey, Colorado and 
Alabama. 


The decision was based on statistic- 


al evidence because there Is no way to 
make laboratory tests to determine 
any connection between the- paralysis 
and the vaccine, said Dr. William 
Foegc, assistant director of the Center 
for Disease Control. 


Based on statistical evidence, Focge 


said there was one chance In 150,000 
that anjone who received the flu shot 
would contract Gulllaln-Barre syn- 
drome.

Arlington Heights lived in the clutches 
of the mysterious Gulllaln-Barre syn- 
drome. 


He was confined to beds in three 


different hospitals, paralyzed from his 
neck to his feet He had to be helped 
hi and out of bed, and finally worked 
with a physical therapist three-times 
a week struggling to put one foot in 
front of the other. 


But through it all Hagen never loet 


confidence he would recover from th» 
poorly understood nerve disease. To- 
day he says he is 95 per cent recov- 
ered. 


"With the help of God.end every- 


body else, I came back. I knew I had 
to come back with everybody helping. 
Today I'd say I'm 95 per cent and I'm 
very happy that I had what I had and 
not something like muscular distro- 
phy that would have been so moon 
more permanent," the 64-year-old Ha- 
gen says. 


GU1LLAIN-BARRE syndrome 


struck Hagen as it normally does — 
with a weakness in the legs. 


"I found I couldn't walk up steps, 


couldn't walk to the car, just couldn't 
make it anywhere," he says. "I got a 
cane and that didn't help too much so 
finally, In October 1974, I went into 
Northwest Community Hospital." 


Hagen spent four months at North-

tors colled "a lethal dose of a barbitu- 
rate," exactly one month after his 
first attempt to take his own life.

could have died If he hod not been 
found and treated quickly. 


He vsas found unconscious in Ins 


death row cell at Utah State Prison 
and rushed to the University of Utah 
Medical Center, Salt Lake City, where 
doctors hold he would survive unless 
other medical complications occurred 


GILMOUi: DEVELOPED "aspira- 


tion pneumonia caused by breathing 
the contents of his stomach into his 
lungs," announced hospital spokes- 
man John Keahcy..He said the pneu- 
monia — which Gilmore also devel- 
oped after his Nov. 16 suicide attempt 
— vvas being treated with penicillin 
and .steroids. 


"The medical team expects him to 


bo unconscous 24 to 36 hours," s,aid 
Keahcy. "His condition is critical, but 
stable, and he is responding well to 
treatment.

phcnobarbital. His level of the drug is 
at the midpoint of what can be consid- 
ered the lethal range."

In making his decision, the IlllnoU 


School Code requires Cronln to consid-

Jones Immediately telephoned tho 


library to learn there arc no restric- 
tions on books checked out by any pa- 
tron.

Wo believe supervision Is 
up to the parents," Michael Madden, 
library director, said Thursday. 


Madden said the Lampoon Incident 


occurred when Hoover students were 
on a tour of the library.

54 
schools visit tho library periodically 
during the school year. 


Sixth graders, Madden said, arc in- 


troduced to the library's first floor 
adult section "mainly to learn how to 
find books and other materials prop- 
erly," but the lower grades arc re- 
stricted to the children's department. 


Madden said the youngster dis- 


covered the magazine In the Don 
Brannan Humor Corner, a section of 
the library named for a Herald re- 
porter who died several years ago.

form sent to him by Madden which 
Indicates his objection. 


"I don't really object to tho maga-

Richard Martwlck must 
approve or deny the unit district peti- 
tion by Jan. 10. 


Martwlck's recommendation then 


will be sent to State Schools Supt. Jo- 
seph Cronln who will have 30 days to 
decide If there will be a referendum 
on the Issue. If a referendum Is held, 
only Dist. 59 residents will be allowed 
to vote. 


In making his decision, the Illinois 


School Code requires Cronln to consid- 
er If the proposed district will hnvo 
sufficient enrollment and financial re- 
sources to provide and maintain a 
recognized educational program for 
grades kindergarten through 12; If the 
proposed school district is In the best 
Interests of the schools of the area 
and the educational welfare of the pu- 
pils involved; and If the territory of 
the proposed district Is compact and 
contiguous for school purposes. 


THE 
UNIT DISTRICT proposal 


would combine Dist. 59 schools and 
Elk Grove and Forest View high 


schools under one school board ad- 
ministration. Currently, Dist. 59 is one 
of seven olcmcnUry districts in the 
Dist.

Martwlck has held six public hear- 


ings on the issue since October. Dur- 
ing the first three, proponents of the 
unit district were allowed to call wit- 
nesses.

PROPONENTS of the unit district

Northwest Community Hospital, said 
if the ban is lifted, second flu shots 
for high-risk children will be resche- 
dule. Chotincr said he understands 
the second shot would still provide ef- 
fective immunity if given at a later 
date. 


Mary Ann Lullo, coordinator of the 


Hoffman Estates clinic which was 
scheduled to continue to Dec. 22, said 
if the ban is lifted, shots would be re- 
sumed and perhaps the clinic would 
be extended beyond Dee. 22. 


ABOUT 200 PERSONS showed up 


for the swine flu shots In Hoffman Es- 
tates Wednesday, the first day of the 
mop up clinic, she said. 


The disease control center said it 


made the decision to suspend the 
swine flu plan after an intensive in- 
vestigation in four stales — Min- 
nesota, New Jersey, Colorado and 
Alabama. 


The decision was based on statistic- 


al evidence because there is no way to 
make laboratory tests to determine 
any connection between the paralysis 
and the vaccine, said Dr. William 
Focge, assistant director of the Center 
for Disease Control. 


Based on statistical evidence, Focge 


said there was one chance In 150,000 
that anyone who received the flu shot 
would contract Guillain-Barrc syn- 
drome. 


About 90 per cent of the victims of 


the paralysis, which is little known 
and difficult to diagnose, recover 
fully. Focge said "there Is no reason 
to expect that It would be any differ- 
ent among vaccinated and unvaccl- 
natcd victims. 


ALL I NEEDED was a lot of patience," Arlington Heights resident 
Bjarno Hagen says of his recent recovery from a little-known nerve 
disease called Guillain-Barre. He was paralyzed by the disease from the 
neck down and spent several years in hospitals. 


Upset Gilmore tries drug 
suicide again, will live 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Con- 


victed killer Gory Gilmore tried again 
Thursday to commit suicide by taking 
a "lethal" drug overdose, but doctors 
expected him to live until he can be 
shot by a firing squad next month. 


The condemend man, depressed by 


a judge's rejection of his please far 
quick execution, swallowed what doc- 
tors called "a lethal dose of a barbitu- 
rate," exactly one month after ills 
first attempt to take his own life. 


A hospital spokesman said Gilmore 


could have died if he had not been 
found and treated quickly. 


Ho was found unconscious in his 


death row cell at Utah State Prison 
and rushed to the University of Utah 
Medical Center, Salt Lake City, where 
doctors said he would survive unless 
other medical complications occurred. 


GILMORE DEVELOPED "aspira- 


tion pneumonia caused by breathing 
the contents of his stomach into his 
lungs," announced hospital spokes- 
man John Kcahcy. He said the pneu- 
monia — which Gilmore also devel- 
oped after his Nov. 16 suicide attempt 
— was being treated with penicillin 
and steroids. 


"The medical team expects him to 


bo unconscous 24 to 36 hours," said 
Keahcy. "His condition Is critical, but 
stable, and he is responding well to 
treatment. 


"Blood screening indicates he took 


what can normally be considered a 
lethal dose of a barbiturate, such as 
phenobarbital. His level of the drug Is 
at the midpoint of what can be consid- 
ered the lethal range." 


The hospital spokesman said Gil- 


morc's 25-day hunger strike made 
him more susceptible to the penu-

Today I'd say I'm 95 per cent and I'm 
very happy that I had what I had and 
not something like muscular distro- 
phy that would have been so much 
more permanent," the 64-year-old Ha- 
gen says. 


G U 1L L A IN-BAHRE syndrome 


struck Hagcn as it normally does — 
with a weakness in the legs. 


"I found I couldn't walk up steps, 


couldn't walk to the car, just couldn't 
make it anywhere," he says. "I got a 
cane and that didn't help too much so 
finally, in October 1974, I went into 
Northwest Community Hospital." 


Hagcn spent four months at North- 


west. His doctors diagnosed the illness 
and sent him to Mayo Clinic in Roch- 
ester, Minn., for confirmation of the 
diagnosis.

Arlington Heights Village Prcs. 


James T Ryan has threatened to re- 
voke the Arlington City Cab Co II- 
cense if sen ice is not improved by 
February. 


Ryan began an Investigation of the 


company, which holds the only taxi 
license In the village, alter receiving 
citizen complaints and reading a Her- 
ald story last month documenting long 
taxicab waits.

Birki met with Charlton and Village 


Mgr. L. A. Hanson two weeks ago in 
response to an earlier letter from 
Hanson asking Birks for suggestions 
to improve service. 


"He had answered that letter ver- 


bally through the meeting," Charlton 
said, "but we told him verbally was 
not good enough." 


Charlton said Birks was asked to 


put his suggestions In writing. Ryan 
agreed and said neither he nor any 
other village administrator has heard 
from Birks since the meeting. 


Birks recalled a different story. "At 


the meeting (with Hanson and Charl- 
ton) I said I would write Ryan a letter 
requesting a meeting with him, which 
I preferred to putting my plans in 
writing, and I haven't heard from him 
yet. I wouldn't want them to think I'm 
not responding. I was waiting to hear 
from him."

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Con- 


victed killer Gary Gllrnore tried again 
Thursday to commit suicide by taking 
a "lethal" drug overdose, but doctors 
expected him to live until he can be 
shot by a firing squad next month. 


The condcmend man, depressed by 


a judge's rejection of his please for 
quick execution, swallowed what doc- 
tors called "a lethal dose of a barbitu- 
rate," exactly one month after his 
first attempt to take his own life. 


A hospital spokesman said Gllmcre 


could have died if he had not been 
found and treated quickly. 


Ho was "'found- unconscious in his 


death row cell at Utah State Prison 
and rushed to the University of Utah 
Medical Center. Salt Lake City, where 
doctors said lie would survive unless 
other medical complications occurred. 


GILMOItE DEVELOPED "aspira- 


tion pneumonia caused by breathing 
the contents of his stomach into his 
lungs," announced hospital spokes- 
man John Kcahey. He said the pneu- 
monia — wlilch Gilmore also devel- 
oped after his Nov. 10 suicide attempt 
— was being treated with penicillin 
and steroids. 


"The medical team expects him to 


be unconscous 24 to 36 hours," said 
Kealiey. "His condition is critical, but 
stable, and he is responding well to 
treatment. 


"Blood screening indicates-he took 


what can normally be considered a 
lethal dose of a barbiturate, such as 
phenobarbital. His level of the drug is 
at the midpoint of what can be consid- 
ered the lethal range." 


The hospital spokesman said Gil- 


more's 25-day hunger strike made

neck to his feet. He had to be helped 
in and out of bed. and finally worked 
with a physical therapist three times 
a week struggling to put one foot in 
front of the other. 


But through it all Hagen never lost 


confidence he would recover from the 
poorly understood nerve disease. To- 
day he says he is 95 per cent recov- 
ered. 


"With the help of God and every- 


body else, I came back. I knew I had 
to come back with everybody helping. 
Today I'd say I'm 95 per cent and I'm 
very happy that I had what I had and 
not something like muscular dlstro- 
phy that would have been so much 
more permanent," the 64-year-old Ha- 
gen says.

All Rolling Meadows city employes 


should earn at last the average salary 
for the area, and no employe on the 
li.iyroll should make less than $5 per 
hour, says Mayor Roland J. Meyer. 


I'ndcr hi* proposal, about CO per 


cent of the city's 130 employes would 
receive raise* ranging from $2.59 an 
hour to a penny. 


"We spent Mi.joo fur a salary and 


job evaluation report that recom- 
mends raises for most of the city's 
employes uiul we ought to give it to 
them now," Meyer said.

Upset Gilmore tries drug 
suicide again, will live 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPM - Con- 


victed killer Gary Gilmore tried again 
Thursday to commit suicide by taking 
a "lethal" drug overdose, but doctors 
expected him to live until he can be 
shot by a firing squad next month. 


The condcmcnd mon, depressed by 


a judge's rejection of his please for 
quick execution, swallowed what doc- 
tors called "a lethal dose of a barbitu- 
rate." exactly one month after Ms 
first attempt to take his own life. 


A hospital spokesman said Gilmore 


could have died if he had not been 
found and treated quickly. 


He was found unconscious in his 


death row cell at Utah State Prison 
and rushed lo the University of Utah 
Medical Center, Salt Lake City, where 
doctors said he would survive unless 
other medical complications occurred. 


(ilLMORE DEVELOPED "aspira- 


tion pneumonia caused by breathing 
the contents of his stomach into his 
lungs." announced hospital spokes- 
man John Keahey. He said the pneu- 
monia — which Gilmore also devel- 
oped after his Nov. 16 suicide attempt 
— was being treated with penicillin 
and steroids. 


"The medical team expects him to 


be unconscous 24 to 36 hours." said 
Keahey. "His condition is critical, but 
stable, and he is responding well to 
treatment. 


"Blood screening indicates he took 


what can normally be considered a 
lethal dose of a barbiturate, such as 
phenoharhital. His level of the drug is 
at the midpoint of what can be consid- 
ered the lethal range." 


The hospital spokesman said Gil- 


more's 23-day hunger strike made 
him more susceptible to tho pcnu-

Today I'd say I'm 95 per cent and I'm 
very happy that I had what I had and 
not something like muscular distro- 
phy that would have been so much 
more permanent." the 64-year-old Ha- 
gen says.

struck Hagen as it normally does — 
with a weakness in the legs. 


"I found t couldn't walk up steps.' 


couldn't walk to the car. just couldn't 
make it anywhere," he says. "I got a 
cane and that didn't help too much so 
finally, in October 1974. I went into 
Northwest Community Hospital." 


Hagen spent four months at North- 


west. His doctors diagnosed the illness 
and sent him to Mayo Clinic in Roch- 
ester, Minn., for confirmation of the 
diagnosis.

James T. Ryan has threatened to re- 
voke tl.e Arlington City Cab Co. li- 
cense If sen-Ice U not improved by 
February.

"I think the village and residents

"I havo gotten phono calls from 


customers criticizing the operation 
and havo personally had some not 
very good experiences," Ryan said, 
"so I asked (Assistant Village Mgr.) 
Frank Charlton to look Into the ser- 
vice they provide." 


TAXICAII COMPANY owner Robert 


Dirks met with Charlton and Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson two weeks ago in 
response to an earlier letter from 
Hanson asking Blrks for suggestions 
to Improve service. 


"Ho had answered that letter ver- 


bally through the meeting," Charlton 
said, "but we told him verbally was 
not good enough." 


Charlton said Blrks was asked to 


put his suggestions In writing. Ryan 
agreed and said neither he nor any 
other village administrator has heard 
from Blrks since the meeting. 


Birks recalled a different story. "At 


the meeting (with Hanson and Charl- 
ton) I said I would write Ryan a letter 
requesting a meeting with him, which 
I preferred to putting my plans in 
writing, and I haven't heard from him 
yet.

U.S. halts swine flu shot program 


by KUIIT IUKK 


Federal health officials Thursday 


ordered an Immediate halt to the na- 
tion's SIJj million swine (lu Immuni- 
zation program and launched an in- 
tensive investigation to sec If there Is 
a connection between the vaccine and 
an unusual form of paralysis. 


The announcement by the Center 


for Disease Control In Atlanta, Ga., 
had an immediate Impact on the 
.twine flu clinics under way and 
planned in the Northwest suburbs. 
• The Village of Hoffman Estates 


canceled its "mop up" clinic at 3:30 
p m. Thursday, a half-hour before it 
was scheduled to open at the Moon 
Lake Convalescent Center. 


• Northwest Community Hospital, 


Arlington Heights, canceled plans to 
give a second swine flu shot Saturday 
to several hundred high-risk children 
between the ages of 3 and 17. 


• Cook County Health Dcpt. offi- 


cials said the swine flu shots planned 
as part of a combined measles-flu 
vaccination clinic Dec. 28 at Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center nil! not be giv- 
en. Measles shots, however, will be 
given as scheduled.

to give swine flu shots to senior citi- 
zens, persons with chronic illnesses as 
well as second shots to high-risk chil- 
dren on Monday. 


The Center for Disease Control said 


14 states have reported a total of 94 
cases of the paralysis, called Gulllaln- 
Barrc syndrome. There are no report- 
ed cases In Cook County or Illinois. 


Of the 94 victims, 51 had received 


swine flu vaccine, in most cases from 
one to three weeks before the onset of 
paralysis.

Hoffman Estates clinic which was 
scheduled to continue to Dec. 22, said 
if the ban is lifted, shots would be re- 
sumed and perhaps the clinic would 
be extended beyond Dec. 22. 


ABOUT 200 PERSONS showed up 


for the swine flu shots In Hoffman Es- 
tates Wednesday, the first day of the 
mop up clinic, she said. 


The disease control center said it 


made the decision to suspend the 
swine flu plan after an Intensive in- 
vestigation in four states -t Min- 
nesota, New Jersey, Colorado and 
Alabama. 


The decision was based on statistic- 


al evidence because there is no way to 
make laboratory tests to determine 
any connection between the paralysis 
and the vaccine, said Dr. William 
Focge, assistant director of the Center 
for Disease Control. 


Based on statistical evidence, Focgc 


said there was one chance in 150,000 
that anyone who received the flu shot 
would contract Guillain-Barrc syn- 
drome. 


About 90 per cent of the victims of 


the paralysis, which is little known 
and difficult to diagnose, recover 
fully. Focgc said "there is no reason 
to expect that It would be any differ- 
ent among vaccinated and unvaccl- 
natcd victims.

Upset Gilmore tries drug 
suicide again, will live 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Con- 


victed killer Gory Gilmore tried again 
Thursday to commit suicide by taking 
a "lethal" drug overdose, but doctors 
expected him to live until he can be 
shot by a firing squad next month. 


The condemcnd man, depressed by 


a judge's rejection of his please for 
quick execution, swallowed what doc- 
tors called "a lethal dose of a barbitu- 
rate," exactly one month after his 
first attempt to take his own life. 


A hospital spokesman said Gilmore 


could have died if he had not been 
found and treated quickly. 


Ho was found unconscious in his 


death row cell at Utah State Prison 
and rushed to the University of Utah 
Medical Center, Salt Lake City, where 
doctors said he would survive unless 
other medical complications occurred. 


GILMORE DEVELOPED "aspira- 


tion pneumonia caused by breathing 
the contents of his stomach into his 
lungs," announced hospital spokes- 
man John Kcahey. He said the pneu- 
monia — which Gilmore also devel- 
oped after his Nov. 16 suicide attempt 
— was being treated with penicillin 
and steroids. 


"The medical team expects him to 


bo unconscous 24 to 36 hours," said 
Keahcy. "His condition is critical, but 
stable, and he is responding well to 
treatment. 


"Blood screening indicates he took 


what can normally be considered a 
lethal dose of a barbiturate, such as 
phcnobarbital. His level of the drug is 
at the midpoint of what can be consid- 
ered the lethal range." 


The hospital spokesman said Gil- 


morc's 25-day hunger strike made 
him more susceptible to the penu-

body else, I came back. I knew I had 
to come back with everybody helping. 
Today I'd say I'm 95 per cent and I'm 
very happy that I had v:hat I had and 
not something like muscular distro- 
phy that would have been so much 
more permanent," the 64-year-old Ha- 
gen says. 


G U I L L A IN-BARRE syndrome 


struck Hagen as it normally does — 
with a weakness in the legs. 


"I found I couldn't walk up steps, 


couldn't walk to the car, just couldn't 
make it anywhere," he says. "I got a 
cane and that didn't help too much so 
finally, in October 1974, I went into 
Northwest Community Hospital." 


Hagen spent four months at North- 


west. His doctors diagnosed the illness 
and sent him to Mayo Clinic in Roch- 
ester, Minn., for confirmation of the 
diagnosis.

Madden said the youngster dis- 


covered the magazine In the Don 
lirannan Humor Corner, a section of 
the library named for a Herald re- 
porter who died several years ago. 


Jones said he disagrees with the li- 


brary' policy and said he will fill out a 
form sent to him by Madden which 
Indicates his objection. 


"I don't really object lo the maga- 


zine, but to Its being available for 
children," Jones said. He said he 
plans to visit the library "to see Just 
what kind of materials arc available." 


IIOOVKH ITA .board members 


agree with Jones and plan to make 
personal visits lo the library, said 
Marge Harrington, Hoover PTA presi- 
dent. 


Meanwhile, Jones has "put the book

Arlington Heights Village Prcs. 


James T. Ryan has threatened to re- 
voke the Arlington City Cab Co. II- 
ccnso If service is not Improved by 
Ftbruary. 


Ryan began on Investigation of the 


company, which holds the only taxi 
license In the village, after receiving 
citizen complaints and reading a Her- 
ald story last month documenting long 
tu.xlcab waits. 


"I think the village and residents 


ha\o an absolute right to expect good 
service." he said. ''Any licensee Is ex- 
pected to handle himself In a fashion 
that's acceptable to the community. 


"I havo gotten phone calls from 


customers criticizing In? operation 
and havo personally had some not 
very good experiences," Ryan said, 


"so I asked (Assistant Village Mgr.) 
Frank Charlton to look into the ser- 
vice they provide." 


TAXICAB COMPANY owner Robert 


Dirks met with Charlton and Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson two weeks ago In 
response to on earlier letter from 
Hanson asking Birks for suggestions 
to Improve service. 


"He had answered that letter ver- 


bally through the meeting," Charlton 
said, "but we told him verbally was 
not good enough." 


Charlton said Birks was asked to 


put his suggestions In writing. Ryan 
agreed and said neither he nor any 
other village administrator has heard 
from Birks since the meeting. 


Birks recalled a different story. "At 


the meeting (with Hanson and Charl- 
ton ) I said I would write Ryan a letter 
requesting a meeting with him, which 


I preferred to putting my plans in 
writing, and I haven't heard from him 
yet. I wouldn't want them to think I'm 
not responding. I was waiting to hear 
from him." 


RYAN COULD not be reached for 


comment about the letter Birks sold he 
wrote, but Charlton said, "I'm not 
aware of any letter sent to Ryan ask- 
ing for a meeting. If he has asked for 
a meeting with Ryan we've got a 
whole new ballgamc." 


Lost month a Herald survey of tax- 


icab service in the Northwest suburbs 
uncovered long waits in other commu- 
nities, as well as Arlington Heights. 


Reporters who took taxlcobs waited 


20 minutes to 1 hour and 20 minutes in 
Buffalo Grove and from 20 to 50 min- 
utes in Rolling Meadows. 


Service In other areas was erratic. 


For example, In Palatine delays 


ranged from 1 to 53 minutes and in 
Mount Prospect from 4 to 35 minutes.

If a referendum Is held, 
only Dist. 59 residents will be allowed 
to vole. 


In making his decision, the Illinois 


School Code requires Cronin to consid- 
er If the proposed district will have 
sufficient enrollment and financial re- 
sources to provide and maintain a 
recojmiied educational program for 
grades kindergarten through 12; If the 
proposed school district Is in tho best 
Interests of the schools of the area 
nnd the educational welfare of the pu- 
pils Involved; and If the territory of 
I ho proposed district Is compact and 
contiguous for school purposes.

creased.Only once has Dist. 59 had 
more than one representative on tho 
Dist. 214 board at a time, unit district 
proponents say. 


• With one school board and admin- 


istration governing elementary and 
high schools, there would be a greater 
opportunity to promote continuity in 
curriculum, goals and methods. 


Opponents of the proposed unit dis- 


trict said the school reorganization 
would be detrimental to the remaining 
portion of Dist. 214 and would not nec- 
essarily benefit the students who 
would bo transferred out of Dist.
